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RAUL REPORTS INTERVIEW WITH KHRUSHOHE^ ^ 


Havana, Cadena Oriental, in Spanish to Cuba, Aug. 6, i960, 0207 GMT--F 



(Summary) Reporters There have been so many rptmors about Fidel f s 
healths Can you tell us just what the truth Is? 


Raul: As I told you two days ago, Fidel is doing well but it is hard 

to make him rest. The truth is that Fidel needs a ” little repair job.” 

As you can imagine, his two yearns battle against Batiste, the 

sleepless nights, the two years of imprisonment, the exile, and. the 18 months 

of revolutionary government have been hard on him. He has been in 

need of an operation for about 18 months now but pressing duties have 

prevented him from doing anything about it. I also said two days ago that 

the enemies who started all the rumors about Ms health are going to 

hear from him tomorrow night, when "the rats will feel his punch." Fidel 

will spoak tomorrow night and he insisted on it and I take this 

opportuni ty to appeal td every inhabitant of Havana to be in the 

Cerro Stadium tomorrow night because the Premier will nnke very 

important statements. That is the reason we attach so much 

importance to tomorrow* s meeting. 

Reporter: The other night you said something about two FBI agents 

engaged in a conspiracy against Cuba. Can you give us any details? 


Raul: You will recall that two U.S. diplomats were arrested last July 

because they were found conspiring against Cuba* The State Department 
accused me then of having insulted the two men. As a matter of fact, I 
saw the two men and I asked them if they had been treated badly by our 
police. They said they fadd not. I then reproached them for 
being engaged in conspiratorial activities. That is all I did and the 
State Department accused me of insulting them. Well, Fidel expelled the 
two and there the matter rested. Because I said the other day that I was 
going to present more details about the Friedmann-Sweet case, the 
State Department, through the AP, informed that "Reul Castro proposes 
to show false evidence on television to prove that the two U.S. 
diplomats, who were expelled recently from Cuba, were Nazi agents." 

The cable added that the State Department said that "this shows the 
ridiculous point to which the Cuban Government will go in an attempt to 
hurt the prestige of the United States." The AP cable went on to say 
that the State Department insisted that the supposed evidence that Raul 
proposes to show to his television viewers consists of Nazi trophies 
of the second world war collected by Friedmann’s brother. According to 
the State Department, the "brother" was a U.S. soldier who fought 
against the Nazis in World War II and it added that the Cuban officials 
had stolen trophies from among Friedmann’s personal effects last July. 
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According to the State Department, "both were FBI agents, assigned to the 
U.S. Embassy in Havana to effect liaison with the Cuban police." So, 
you see, now the State Department confesses that they were FBI agents, 
whereas they were supposed to be legal advisers to the U.S, Embassy in 
Cuba. The report of our G-2 says that the two supposed diplomats were 
arrested for participating in conspiratorial activities against the 
revolutionary government. The report shows that, after the two men 
had been expelled, the house in which Friedmann lived was searched 
and documents were seized showing that both Friedmann and his wife 
were FBI agents. 

(Raul shows to his audience letters exchanged between Edgar Hoover and 
Friedmann and between Mrs. Friedmann and Hoover. He also shows some 
Nazi trinkets — a swastika, a rubber stamp, photographs of Hermann Goe ring 
and Hitler, and some Nazi sketches— Ed. ) 

All we can say is that, if these two men were FBI agents, they had no 
business being accredited as diplomats to Cuba and that, if they were 
not diplomats, then they were U.S, spies conspiring against our country* 

In other words, they were U.S. spies wearing the clothes of diplomats 
and they were sent to Cuba to conspire with the enemies of our 
revolution. This was sufficient reason for expelling them from the country 


Reporter: What did you think of the Czechoslovak sport festival that you 

witnessed In Prague and do you intend to stress sports among the members 
of the armed forces? 

Raul: When the Czechoslovak reporters asked me what I thought of their 

sport festival, I told them that it should be added to the seven marvels 
of the world. Can you imagine 40,000 men and women performing intricate 
moves to the sound of music, without any vocal order? The gymnasts who 
performed on that day had been chosen from 2.5 million athletes 
from the entire country. We hope to introduce sports among the members 
of our armed forces, perhaps later. For one t hing , we are short of 
trainers and we need them if we wish to introduce sports in the country 
on a large scale. 

We had not intended to go to Moscow from Prague but you know of the 
problems that faced us at home at the time and about Nikita’s warning to 
the United States. We began to worry about things at home and, had we not 
been disciplined soldiers, we would have returned home at once for 
consultations. We were told to wait in Czechoslovakia and we were 
later instructed to go see Khrushchev and thank him for his solidarity 
and for his incalculable and disinterested help to the people of 
Cuba. (At this point Raul mentions the progress made by Czechoslovakia 
during the past 10 years, its production index, and its high standard 
of living. Raul also mentions some of the Czechoslovak ‘Cities -he -visited, 
such as , Lidice and Pilsen— Ed. ) 
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The Czechoslovak people know about Cuba and its struggle, We found 
much popular support ior Cuba among the people. During a party- 
meeting, president Novotny spoke about Cuba. His speech was important 
because it exprdsped solidarity with Cvba even before the statement by 
Khrushchev. The foreign trade minister gave instructions that all 
Cuban orders Should bl given preference over those Qf other countries 
in view of the special situation in Cuba. 

Reporter: Major, what can you say of your impressions of the 

Soviet Union? 

Raul: Ue were in Moscow only three and a' half days. We found it very 

warm in Moscow. We were received in the airport without ceremonies 
by previous arrangement. We were received by the deputy defense minister. 
Marshal Zakharov, who participated in the revolution and both world wars . 
Marshal Malinovskiy was not there at that time. 

Moscow impressed me as an immense city. There was much construction going 
on. Eight-story apartment houses were being built. We toured the city 
and visited the Lenin Museum, the mausoleum, and the Kremlin, lie also 
visited an air base and a motorized division near Moscow. 

The interview with Premier Khrushchev was set for two days after our 
arrival, but he sent for us ahead of time. I went and spoke with him for 
five hours. He was with Mikoyan, who already was a friend of ours. 
Khrushchev is not like he appears in photographs. He is more like a Cuban 
than pictures indicate. We spoke, he gave vis a banquet, and we heard a 
lot of jokes. Among the Soviet leaders Mikoyan is now known by the name 
of the Cuban patriot, Marti. Khrushchev and Mikoyan took us on a trip up 
the river where Nixon had been. 

In other words, we were favorably impressed with Mr. Khrushchev. When X 
began talking with him, he demonstrated a knowledge of all the problems 
of Latin America, and particularly of Cuba. 

I can say that the aid we received from the Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia 
is simply in exchange for nothing. In our tal k s we found — and this is 
incredible for us, who have been accustomed to mistreatment abroad — that 
they had respect for our affairs, particularly internal affairs. We 
discussed international problems, but the Cuban problem was treated with 
respect. The smaller the country, the more respectfully they treat it. 

When we were in Prague we were invited to visit narjy countries and we 
were asked if Fidel could visit them on his way to the Soviet Union. 

We found great admiration for the Cuban revolution. For example, I have 
an issue of HRAVD/i which was devoted to Cuba. It carries photographs 
and a summary of Fidel's speech on television. 
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Was this for our ./benefit When we were visiting? No. This takes place 
every day* Thousands of meetings are being held in the Soviet Union* 
to explain the Cuban revolution to the; workers . I attended a meeting 
in the trade union palace, where 2,500 labor l e aders gathered to learn 
about Cuba, and then tell their cowprijers. They shouted Cuba da, 

Yankees Nyet. When X paid a visit to a motorized division X found pictures 
of Fidel and Cuba was the topic of the day on the bulletin boards. 

This shows the solidarity of the Soviet Government and people with 
Cuba — and in exchange for nothing. 

I have here a newspaper that carries a summary of the communique issued. 

In the first place, we expressed the appreciation of the Cuban people 
for the solidarity of the Soviet Union, for the warning they gave- -not a 
warning of intervention, because no one will intervene here^ although 
(they?) were thinking of intervening before. The very warning about the 
Soviet rockets that Khrushchev made was conditioned. Not a single Soviet 
soldier .is coming here, nor a Soviet rocket. But a Soviet rocket may 
fall elsewhere. In the name of the Cuban Government and people we express 
our gratitude for that opportune warning, which I personally feel took 
aggression and a river of blood off our shoulders. 

"In the second place, we repeated the Cuban Government 1 s invitation to 
Premier Khrushchev to visit Cuba when he considers it opportune . In 
regard to our gratitude, he said we did not have to thank him. In regard 
to the visit, he said that he would come to Cuba* He also said when he would 
come to Cuba — but that is what we are not going to say now. Ue also spoke 
of several other things. 

(Editor's Note: Raul reads from the communique for several minutes, 

then continues : ) We do not have to fear an economic blockade because 
they will buy all that we will sell and they will sell all that we will 
need. This is not exploitation because no Soviet company is coming here 
to take away our raw materials. They said that they will purchase the 
minerals they may need — the manganese, the nickel, whatever — but that they 
do not want to take the raw material, that they w ill give us the 
factories so that we ourselves can process than here. 

(Editor's Note: Raul resumes his reading of the communique, and then says:) 

Closing the question of our visit to the Soviet Union, I wish to say: 

The future will tell whether we have acted wisely, whether we are dealing 
with loyal and sincere friends. With the Cuban action of breaking the 
chains that held us here and getting out of the little pen in which they 
have us in the OAS, we will prove that this is the correct line. By 
doing this, Cuba has broken a curtain — not of iron, but of lies and 
slander — that had separated us from the rest of the world. 
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Reporter: The third co untry you visited was the United Aral Republic. 

According to dispatches from there, president Nasir shoved you great 
courtesy. 

Raul: After three and a half flhys inMdscow we returned to Prague and, on 

the following day— July £4* t ifelievfc^vA for Cairo. We had planned 
to arrive earlier, but We M inserted thfe Soviet trip in the middle of 
our itinerary. This forced. US tJd Shorten our stay in thfe ttnited Arab 
Republic. We can say that in the UAR, as in the other countries we had 
alr eady visited, we were well received and we found that the leaders 
and the people of this country admired the Cuban revolution. 

The UAR has struggled against imperialist exploitation. In eight years 
it has great achievements to its credit. Nasir is the local Fidel. 

He is very popular. He salt for us before the date set for the meeting. 
We exchanged views and he sent his regards to Che Guevara, who was the 
first to go to the UAR. He told us of his difficulties, and demonstrated 
knowledge of the Cuban situation. He invited Fidel to visit the country, 
and we thanked him for his kindness and invited him to come to Cuba 
next year. He^ accepted this invitation, 


He told us that he had read the Soviet -Cuban communique and that he thought 
it was very good. I replied that solidarity was the best weapon we had 
in the struggle to maintain the revolution. Be invited me to speak at a 
great meeting in Alexandria. On the following day we left for Alexandria. 

Then Nasir spoke in Alexandria; his first words ctealt vith the solidarity 
of the Arab world toward the Cuban revolution. I have a clipping 
containing some of Nasir 1 s statements. (Editor's Note: Raul quotes 

Nasir in support of Cuba.) I should also point out that, in the UAR, the 
support accorded the revolution by the government and its leaders is 
reflected in the press. 

On July 2o we gave a reception in Cairo and President Nasir, his government, 
and all the heads of the armed forces attended. This caused diplomatic 
comment. Nasir stayed for more than an hour, which is unus ual . We were 
invited to the reception, given by the President of the Sudan. I was the 
only non-Arab at the table of honor. On seeing a barbudo, the people would 
say "viva Castro" in Arabic. 

Reporter: Major, did President Nasir send any message to Premier 

Fidel Castro? 

4aul; Yes, he did. (No further details— Ed.) 
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Reporter: You stopped at Athens* You made a lot of statements 'but, 

if you do not know it, (reminder of question indistinct) . 

Raul: It is good to speak of this* too. We stayed barely three hours. 

We saw the sights. The neVsman did not take 3JD minutes to arrive: 

One approached me and asked ma a question. 1 He told me he was from the 
ASSOCIATED IRESS, and I refused to answer any ; pf hiS Questions . A newsman 
came up to me and asked me if we were v ith the 1 BAb t or the West. I 
said that we are with the West "but that does not mean being with the 
United States. We are with the Cubans, with Latin America. 

(Editor’s Note: Raul then reads several western press articles on the 

Soviet warning against an attack on Cuba. Following a brief indistinct 
passage, in which he apparently changes subjects, Raul continues:) 

If you had an agent who had an important position, would you tell him 
to resign? No, you would use him to gain information, to help. So what 
does it mean? They are not going to struggle a g a i nst us. Their mission 
is to prepare the ground for the enemy. That is* 'the mission of those 
traitors . Anyone can disagree with us. Anyone can argue with us and have 
his rights guaranteed like any other citizen. Add he will have our respect 
as do the other citizens who are with the revolution. Anyone can disagree 
honestly with the Cuban revolution. We do not c<&p&it those base betrayals. 

You can tell me that you are not in agreement with the revolution and that 
you are leaving Cuba to organize a fight against us and we will shake your 
hand and offer you financial aid for the trip. But} these gentlemen do not 
work that way. They are not going to fight. What are they going to fight? 
We will slap them around a bit. 

"A typical case is that of Ravil Chibas. This is a case that was 
attended to personally by the Premier and by the President of the Republic. 
They knew what he was doing. The Premier personally called h im, told of 
his disloyalty to the revolution, asked him to think of all the 
cons iderat ion we had granted him, and asked for his resignation as director 
of Cuban railroads. Mr. Chibas replied: "Hell, Fidel, this the second 

time you made me miss a trip to Europe. I was invited to a railroaders 
meeting in Europe." 

That gentleman was the treasurer of the July 26 movement and had a certain 
amount of money with him. He was told to straighten up his accounts 
and turn over the money. He was not watched, as a demonstration of confidenc 
on the part of the government. The President of the Republic c all ed Mm 
in and told him that it was understood that he was going to seek 
asylum. Chibas denied it. This was less than two weeks ago. 
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There is another explanation— a monetary one. This superrevolutionary 
had a fine apartment house in the Vedado. This rent law.. harmed him. 

Then came the agrarian reform and this affected some of his land holdings*. 
He could have done something else. Ho one was going to persecute him. 

This happens to us because we are so geherous* 

~ - 1 , . i 

Perhaps it is because We have a back^rollhA b£ false siipefiority. jt 
was very fortunate in having a brother like Fidel, who helped me to 
mature. I was fortunate in being able to observe poverty close at 
hand. We are not superior. We were latifundists, but now we are like 
all the others — revolutionaries. 

This man was granted every consideration. He was given the star of 
a major, which he does not even deserve. He remained a major. He could 
at least have gone to Mexico to conspire. But he went to the United 
States. That is Mr. Chibas. (Brief passage indistinct.) 

They know that, apart from that aid from the Soviet artillerymen— which 
we appreciate and accept despite what the CAS may say, because no one 
there was worried when we were about to suffer aggression — it was the 
people, our Latin American brothers, who worried. Now they are surprised 
that the Soviets have offered us aid, which we accept, and we do not 
count on that aid alone. We also count on the efforts, unity, and 
heroism of the Cuban people end the efforts, unity and heroism of all the 
latin American peoples. 

Before getting that aid we were determined to struggle and win. Today, 
with that aid, we are certain that we will struggle and we will win. 

Reporter: We have spoken of many topics. Is there any other question 

about the QAS conference? 

Raul: We had a meeting of the CAS in the CTC palace the other day. 

That was the revolutionary CAS. These youths and union leaders expressed 
the support of 200 million Latin Americans for the Cuban revolution. 

We do not export revolution. But fortunately, a running spring has 
developed here from which any one can come and drink. let me finish 
by saying: Tomorrow night be with Fidel. 


EXERCHIIATION IAW READ BY FIDEL CASTRO 

Havana, Fiel Network, in Spanish to Cuba, Aug. 7, i 960 , 0454 GMT— E 

(Excerpt) (Editor's note— Substituting temporarily for his brother, 
who lost his voice, Raul Castro begins to read a new revolutionary 
law.) "Republic of Cuba, executive power. Resolution: 
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In the whereases, you can see that everything is explained. Whereas lay 
number 851 July 6, i960, published in the OFFICIAL GAZETTE on July 1 , 
authorized the undersigned to dispose jointly by means of resolutions, 
when they deem it advisable for the defense of national interests, the 
nationalization through peremptory expropriation of assets or enterprises 
belonging to individuals or firms that are subjects of the United States.. 
(Fidel Castro takes over reading, the law— Ed. ) 

"Whereas, in the exposition of the abovementioned law, consideration 
was given to the attitude assumed by the government and the legislative 
bodies of the United States, an attitude of constant aggression for 
political purposes against the basic interests of the Cuban economy, 
evidenced by the amendment the U.S= Congress passed to the sugar law, 
giving special powers to the President of that country to reduce the 
Cuban sugar quota in the U.S. market, as a weapon of political action 
against Cuba; 

'Whereas, the executive of the U.S, Government, using these special 
powers, and in a notorious attitude of economic and political aggression 
against our country, proceeded to reduce the sugar quota in the U.S. 
market, for the indisputable purpose of attacking Cuba and its develop- 
ment and revolutionary process; 

'Whereas, this fact constitutes a repetition of the continued conduct 
of the U.S. Government intended to prevent the exercise of sovereignty 
by our people and their full development, thereby responding to the 
harmful interests of U.S. monopolies, which have hampered the growth of 
our economy arid the expression of our political freedom; 

'Whereas, in view of these facts, the undersigned, aware of their high 
historic responsibilities and in legitimate defense of our national 
economy, have the duty of taking the necessary measures to counteract 
the harm done by the aggressions sustained by our nation; 

'Whereas, In keeping with our constitutional and legal ordinance, and 
in the exercise of our sovereignty, and as a measure of domestic legisla- 
tion, understanding that it Is advisable, because of the consummation 
of the aggressive measures referred to in the preceding whereas, to 
make use of the authority confered on the undersigned by law cumber 851 
of July 6, i960, that is, to proceed with the peremptory expropriation, 
to the benefit of the state, of assets and enterprises belonging to firms 
the,! are subjects of the United States, as a decision justified by the 
nation's need to indemnify itself for the harm done our economy, and 
bolster the consolidation of the nation’s economic independence; 
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"Whereas, the Cuban Electric Company and the Cuban Telephone Company 
hfave constituted a typical example of extorionists, exploiting monopo- 
lies, that for many years have (word indistinct) and defrauded the 
national economy and the interests of the people; 

"Whereas, the sugar <50Dqpanieri seized the best' land in our country, under 
the protection of the Platt Amendment, a sinister clause destructive of 
our national economy that facilitated invasion of the country by 
imperialist capital and its insatiable, unscrupulous foreign masters^ 
who have recovered over and again the amount they invested; 

"Whereas, the oil companies constantly swindled the national economy, 
collecting monopoly prices that over a period of many years meant a 
large loss of foreign currency, and in the eagerness to perpetuate 
their privileges they disobeyed the laws of the country and hatched 
a criminal plan for a boycott against our country, obliging the revolu- 
tionary government to take them over; 

"Whereas, it is the duty of the peoples of Latin America to seek to 
recover their national wealth, retrieving it from the control of foreign 
interests and monopolies that prevent their progress, promote political 
interference, and impair the sovereignty of the underdeveloped countries 
of America ; 

"Whereas, the Cuban revolution will not pause before complete final 
liberation of the fatherland; 

"Whereas, Cuba should be a shining, stimulating example for the sister 
nations of America and all underdeveloped countries in the world in 
their struggle to free themselves from the brutal clutches of imperialism 

"Therefore, in use of the authority vested in us, in keeping with the 
dispositions of law number 851 of July 6 , i 960 , we resolve; 

"To nationalize, through peremptory expropriation, and therefore to 
adjudicate to the Cuban State, with full control, all the assets and 
enterprises located in Cuban territory, together with the rights and 
(concessions?) arising from exploitation of these assets and enterprises, 
belonging to firms that are subjects of the United States of operating 
enterprises wherein the controlling interest is held by subjects of 
that country, as herewith listed: 

1) "Cuban Electric Company; 2) Compania Cubana de Telefonos— Cuban 
Telephone Company; 3) Esso Standard Oil, S.A., Cuban division; 

4) Texas Company, West Indies; 5 ) Sinclair Cuban Oil Company, 

S.A.; 6 ) Cunagua Sugarmill, S.A.: 7) Compania Azucarera Atlantica 
del Golfo, S.A.; 8 ) Altagracia Sugarmill Company, S.A.; 9 ) Miranda 
Sugar Estate; 10) Compania Cubana, S.A.; 11) Cuba n-Amer lean Sugarmill;

CABINET APPROVES NEW TAX REFORM IAW 

Havana, Radio Centro, in Spanish to Cuba, Aug. 5# i960, 1130 GMT — E 

(Summary) The cabinet in its Aug. 4 meeting approved a new tax 
reform law which is expected to produce more than 100 million 
pesos in state revenue. Principally affected by the new tax 
legislation are profits of big companies and high personal lneomes. 

The new law makes changes in the July 14 , 1959 , tax reform law in this 
respect and also imposes taxes on company gross incomes and on the 
(importation and profits from goods from abroad?). The law increases 
taxes on big personal income, but not on incomes of less than 5,000 
pesos a year. 


The new tax law eBbaMiahen penalties for violators, providing for 
prison terms of from 30 days to 6 years depending upon the amount 
of the tax evasion. When the tax evasion amounts to more than 1,000 
pesos the penalty, besides imprisonment, will include the confiscation 
of the property of the tax evader. 

The cabinet also approved a law whereby the University of Havana will 
be governed by its professors and students, thereby recognizing the 
. authority of the higher hoard of directors of the University of Havana 
and legalizing all the ^dec talons it has made so far and those which it 
will make in the future* V 5 #?

We are having the most trouble in Asia, Africa and Latin j 
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Surely it should be apparent now, even in the foggy bottomla nd,, 
along the Potomac, that we can't buy a cure for what ails us. 4 ' 

This week the Organization of American States (OAS) is huddlJ 
on the subject: What do we do about communism in our hemisphere^ 

Cuba brought the matter to a head, but the acute situation 1 
there is symptomatic of a chronic sickness that*s not confined to 
Castro* s captive island. 

It is obvious that the Castro brothers, seduced by the Soviet, 
have caught the disease. But we could cure or kill the Castro 
brothers tomorrow morning and the potentially deadly disease would 
remain to infect others. 

Some Americans, impatient with Castro* s arrogance, incensed by 
his seizure of American property and indignant at his abuse of 
churchmen, recommend that we send American Marines to Cuba and slap 
the Castros into the sea and re-teach table manners to the Cubans.

President Eisenhower said last week that we cannot move against 
any people who are merely seeking "self determination." He also 
said, however, that we will not allow Russia to take over the 
"determination" of any nation in our hemisphere, These "spheres of 
influence" are as old as the problem of logistics.

Cuba is not an industrial aatioaj however* millions 
ef dollars pour into the country aaaually as a result ef 
tourists who visit that country* Host ef the tourists are 
Americana* As a result ef the Spaaish-Americaa War of 1898* 
tho United States emerged victorious aad won the islands of 
tho Philippines as well aa the island of Cuba* Since then 
the AmeriUMbfS have been helping the Cubaa people in order to 
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raise their economic and health standards and 
for self-government. In 1902, Cuba was granted independence 
and a new republic was established; however , econonically 
Cuba remained under United States influence due to the faet 
that most of that country * a farms, cattle, and sugar and oil 
refineries were owned by American citizens. 

The Republic of Cuba had Many presidents, some of 
which were bad whereas others were good* Their last president 
was a dictator named Batista whose reign ended in June of last 
year* Five years ago a young lawyer named Fidel Castro organized 
a revolution against the Batista regime and although he did not 
succeed in his early attempts he continued his struggle against 
Batista and formed an army, and made successive attacks on the 
Cuban Amy until he finally succeeded* His success was largely 
due to. the fact that people of Cuba were very sympathetic to his 
cause and he had the support of the youth besides the faet 
that members of the Batista Amy did not really wish to check 
his advances* Finally he was able to surround the Capitol and 
Batista was forced to flee the country* Castro and his 
supporters took over the government and appointed a new 
temporary president while Castro became Prime Minister* It 
was declared at that time that new elections would be held* 

The revolution in Cuba was based on two objectives 
(1) To clean up the government from all corrupt elements 
and to establish a new just government; (2) To relieve the 
Cuban people from economic exploitation* When the revolutionists 
took over the government they arrested all members of the old 
regime and removed them from public offices* Following that, 
they concentrated on helping to raiso the standards of the 
people* A law was issued in order to give poor f amors land 
and improve public utilities* All these concerns used to be 
owned and operated by the Americans* Cuba promised to pay the 
Americans back within a period of twenty years* In spite of 
tihat promise those Americans initiated a strong campaign against 
the government of Castro and the American newspapers became 
filled with criticism and scorn as well as accusations of 
communist infiltration in the Cvbta government* As a result 
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of pressure from high financial sources, 'the American Congress 
passed a Bill giving the President the right to decrease 
sugar imports from Cuba. The American President ordered the 
balance of Cuban sugar, which was scheduled to be shipped to 
the United States, be cancelled. Naturally, the order created 
a large vacuum in the Cuban economy which formed that government 
to sign an agreement with the Soviet Union whereby Russia would 
provide Cuba with oil in return for Caban sugar. When Russian 
oil was received in Cuba, American refineries there refused 
to process it. The Cuban Government placed those refineries 
under Cuban administration and this increased conflict between 
that country and the United States. These developments led certain 
members of the American Senate to declare that it is necessary 
to use force against Cuba and to bring about military occupation 
of Cuba in order to preserve the interests of the Americans 
there. 

7 

These declarations brought about highly dangerous 
repercussions that threatened international peace. The most 
dangerous declaration was made by the Soviet Prime Minister 
to the effect that he would fire missiles at American cities 
if the United States were to attack Cuba. President Eisenhower 
replied that his government is determined to fight any attempts 
on the part of the Soviet Union to meddle in the affairs of any 
country located in the Westers Hemisphere. 

The President of Cuba declared in a speech that his 
government may ask the United States to evacuate the American 
Naval Base which is located in the Western section of Cuba. The 
United States had built that Base as a result of a treaty signed 
with Cuba in 1934. The treaty provided that the Base could be 
maintained in that area indefinitely providing that the United 
States pay Cuba $3 , 500 annually. The President further stated 
that Cuban territory is neither for sale nor for rent and that 
he would return the amount paid by the United States within the 
last month to the Government of Washington. . 
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At the sue time the Government of Cuba requested 
that the Security Council hold a speoial aeaeion in order to 
study the deteriorating relations between that country and 
the United States as well as Cuba* s protest against the United 
States economic agression* It is expiated that the Security Council 
will hold a meeting on this matter early next week* 

There is no doubt that the situation is most serious 
as a result of these latest developments resulting from the 
fact that the United States does net recognise prdsent facts, 
namely that the Cuban people are prepared to make any sacrifice 
in order to win their rights and independence from the strong 
hold of American policy* It is hoped that the Security Council 
will succeed in bringing about an appreciable relaxation of 
tensions between the two parties*

The Government of the United States once again 
gave assurance to the faet that the Momm Doctrine is the 
basic policy of half of the Western World* It became apparent 
last week that President Eisenhower and the American Department 
ef State are determined to follow a stronger policy regarding 
dealings with the Soviet Union* 

Mr* Khrushchev had recently adopted a most threatening 
tone* He declared that he would net allow the United States to 
eater Cuba and that he would declare war in the event that the 
United States enters in Cuban affairs* In reply to these threats 
President Eisenhower warned the Soviet leader to keep his hands 
off Cuba and assured him that the United States still follows 
the Monroe Doctrine* 

Recently Mr* Khrushchev had declared that the 
Monroe Doctrine is a thing ef the past* As a 
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this declarati on the American Department of State made an 
official declaration to the effect that the Monroe Doctrine 
ia still active and valid) and that the United States will 
not allow any interference in that area by any country) 
including Soviet Russia* 

The Washington Government succeeded ia wi nning the 
support of Latin American countries in the American- Cuban 
conflict* The Government of Peru is new nafci ng attempts to 
hold a meeting of American Foreign Ministers in order to study 
Russian threats to the Americas* The Government of Argentina 
asked the Government of Cuba to break relations with the 
communists* 


Until now the leaders of the Latin American countries 
have refrained from making any declarations against Mr* Castro , 
since they know that in his capacity as the leader of the 
revolution he is still a hero in the eyes of the people* 

However) their anxiety increases as a result of Castro* s policy) 
which favors the communists* Therefore) when Khrushchev made 
his series of threats they took advantage of the opportunity 
to criticize Khrushchev directly and the Cuban Premier indirectly* 
That opportunity came when the Council of the Organisation of 
American States held a meeting at which 16 American countries) 
as well as the United States, supported a resolution submitted 
by the representative from Peru to the effect of calling upon 
the Foreign Ministers of American States to hold a meeting in 
order to study communist threats against the Americas* The 
representative from Cuba spoke in a moderate tone throughout the 
meeting* However, the Cuban press strongly criticised the repre- 
sentative from Argentina since the latter expressed his country* s 
concern regarding the issue and requested that Cuba verbally express 
its disapproval of Khrushchev*s threats* 

All of the above indicates that the leaders of 
the Latin American States are extremely disturbed as a result 
of international communist intentions* Their declarations 
will receive the attention of the Cuban people since their X r 
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wa rning s^ unlike thosa of ‘bhe United Stetesi are those of 
neighboring Latin American States* 

Last week the Caban Foreign Minister protested to 
the United Nations agAinst the United States* He requested 
that the Security Council hold a meeting in order to study 
his country* s protests* A meeting was held on July 18, at 
which tine the Cuban Foreign Minister accused the United States 
of having committed several acts of aggression against Cuba and 
having !:made attempts to overthrew the Revolutionary Government* 

He further stated that the Unitdd States has allowed criminal 
refugees from Cuba to eater its territory and that American 
planes have flown over Cuba without the permission of that Govern- 
ment* He further added that the United States has made attempts 
to bring about economic strangulation of Cuba by greatly 
decreasing the quantity of Cuban sugar sold on the American 
market and by refusing to process crude oil imported from Russia* 
The Cuban representative said that the United States* claim to 
the effect that Cuba is becoming communist is nothing but a lie* 

He requested that the Security Council take the necessary measures 
in this regard* 

In his reply, the American represent tive denied that 
his Government wishes any aggression against Cuba* He stated 
that his Government desires to maintain the friendship of the 
Cuban people, but at the same time it desires to safeguard its 
interests and the welfare of its citizens in Cuba* He stated 
that the United States is determined to check any attempts made 
by a foreign nation to win influence in the Americas* 

The representatives from Argentina and Bquador submitted 
a resolution asking the Security Council to postpone discussion 
of the Cuban case until the report of the Organization of 
American States is received* That organization will be asked 
to hold a meeting in order to discuss this subject* 

The Security Council held another meeting on the 
following day, at which time the Soviet representative warned 
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-the United States "not to touch Cuba.** He further added s 
My Government is not threatening the United States of a 
missile attack} however , they should not threaten Cuba since 
other countries possess as such power as the United States* 

My country is determined to stop any attempts on the part of 
the United States to overthrow the Governaent of Fidel Castro 
through economic war* 

The representative of the United States repeated what 
he had already said yesterday* and that is the United States 
is determined to follow the Monroe Doctrine* He further warned 
the Soviet Union that they would not dare touch the United States* 


The Argentine and Ecuador resolution was unanimously 
approved* except for the vote of the Soviet representative* 
who merely abstained from voting after having denounced the 
resolution* Ever since the incident of the American reconnaissance 
plane and the American plane which was recently shot down by the 
Russians* the United States* policy in dealing with the Soviet 
Union has taken on a new str ong aspect * President Eisenhower 
held a meeting with the Secretary of State and other specialists 
in Soviet Union affairs in order to draw a plan for the purpose 
of counterattacking Soviet campaigns and propaganda against the 
United States* The following was decided: 

1* To denounce Russian claims that the American 
plane was shot down on Russian waters and to describe the 
incident as a violation of international law which represents 
a great danger to international peace* 

2* To deny Russian claims that American soldiers 
are now located within the Congo Republic* 

3* To warn the Russians not to interfere in Cuban 

affairs. 


The political atmpsphere in Washington is becoming 
increasingly tense as a result of the deterioration in relations 
between the United States and Russia* whereas the United States 
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had appeared moderate in the peat, mew the American Gorernmamt 
ia taking a rery at rang peaition againat Khruaheher t a threata. 
Therefore, any new ineidenta that might take place will endanger 
international peace*

"What happened in Hungary is a horrible and 
tragic example of the lack of ability with which 
the Secretary of State performs many of his acts.

"After inflaming the Inhabitants of that nation, 
until they threw themselves into an heroic 
adventure , he abandoned thee to their fate with 
the Soviet Onion, and many thousands of sen, 
wesson and children died because they believed 
In the propaganda which case fro* the State 
Department .

Today, July 26, the people of Cjibac elcbrate the 
anniversary of the attack made by FIDEL CASTRO and his 
followers on the Moncada barracks in Santiago de Cuba, on 
the 26th of July, 1953. 

Thus started the fight which was to end in the 
collapse of the fascist regime of BATISTA, the most servile 
and corrupt tool of the U.S.A. which owns vast interests 
in Cuba, where private American capital had invested over a 
billion dollars . 

It will be two years next December that BATIoTA's 
dictatorship collapsed , and, to the great disappointment of 
the Washington Covernment, the Cuban revolution is more and 
more determined in its fight against big landed ownership. 

One of the most zealous servants of capitalist 
monopolies, ANDRE FRANCOIS- PONCET, recently confided in an 
article of ' Figaro 1 the hope entertained for sometime in 
imperialist circles, that FIDEL CALTRQ would take the Cuban 
revolution along the way followed before by other revolutions 
in several countries of Latin America. 

But such hopes were disappointed and life shows that 
the orientation of the Cuban revolution is not that of 
accommodation with the imperialists and the big land owners ; 
it is just the opposite. 

To try to justify their aggressive policy against 
Cuba , the American imperialists say that the Cuban revolution 
is a communist revolution. 

The fact is that it is an anti-imperialist revolution 
of national liberation, an anti-feudal revolution against

the big land owners and the remnants of the semi-colonialism 
in which the big island of the Caribbean Sea lay sunk . 

But it is hardly necessary to say that such a 
revolution must necessarily find a great echo in the other 
Latin American countries , where also there are the same 
problems which the Cuban revolution is solving now , 

Hardly had EISENHOWER resolved to reduce the 
sugar purchases by 700,000 tons when the USSR, the faithful 
and dis interested friend of the peoples which are struggling 
to free themselves from the imperialist yoke , declared itself 
ready to buy that amount of sugar above and beyond the amount 
bought already according to the Soviet Cuban trade agreement , 
and , at the same time, the USSR supplied oil to Cuba , Besides , 
the government of the Chinese Popular Republic decided to buy 
500,000 ton3 of Cuban sugar every year . 

Thus, the measures of economic strangling of Cuba 
by the U.S.A., both by refusing to live up to their contracts 
for the buying of sugar and by depriving Cuba of petroleum 
products , cannot bring the Cubans to their knees, for they 
feel themselves supported by the Soviet Union and the 
socialist countries . 

The Cuban revolution is fraught with great hopes. 
Hence hatred of that revolution and of its leader, FIDEL 
CASTRO, has risen to a very high degree in French and 
foreign reactionary circles. 

In the "Journal du Parlement" of last July 12, a 
certain GILBERT COMTE, after protesting against what he calls 
"the moral collapse of the whole Western world", could write 
cynically • "The Americans put up with the insolent attitude 
of FIDEL CASTRO without apparently imagining that an automobile 
accident or a little revolution would quickly rid them of that 
restless bearded personage." 

In the Security Council of the U.N., the complaint 
of Cuba against the aggressive plans of the United States 
has been sent back to the O.A,S, which is dominated by 
Washington. 

To this application of the Monroe Doctrine to 
which American imperialists cling to justify their seizure 
of the whole American continent , while they lay claim to 
ruling the universe, FIDEL CASTRO opposes, with great common 
sense and appropriateness , the doctrine of the freedom of 
the Latin Arne rican peoples. 




At the same time he praises the help offered to 
the Cuban revolution by the Souiet Union which , though not 
having bases on the American continent , has at its disposal 
the necessary means for quieting the warlike ardors of the 
imperial ists . 

However it must be clearly understood that the 
American imperialists have definitely made up their minds to 
try to recover Cuba , by working from the outside as well as 
from within. 

On this point, one could read in an article of 

GEORGES AH BE RE EN in ' Combat ’ (July 20); 11 it would be sur- 

prising if the United States. . .did not do everything possible 
to help a reversal of the situation and of the regime . " 

Luckily for the Cuban people and the couse of 

peace, the strength relation has changed in favor of the 
USSR and the s octal is t countries. Otherwise one would have 
witnessed, by this time , an operation like the one undertaken 
against Guatemala some years ago. 

Conscious both of the dangers which threaten the 
Cuban revolution and the possibility of warding them off, 
the French people, . have always been favorable to the 

great and noble causes , affirm definitely their solidarity 
with the Cuban people and address to them warm fraternal greet- 
ings on this anniversary day of July 26.

It is speculated that the actual policy control in 
the Cuban Government at the present time rests with ERNESTO 
"CHE" GUEVERA and RAUL CASTRO, and that such control has 
existed since approximately November, 1959. It is believed 
that GUEVERA and RAUL CASTRO were inst rume ntal in bringing 
about the disappearance of CAMILIO CIENFUEGA8, former military 
leader of the Cuban Revolutionary Army. It is speculated that 
they ("CHE" and RAUL) felt that CIENFUEGAS posed a threa t to 
their hoped for Marxist oriented Government, in that CIEH7USGAS 
was a close confidant of FIDEL CASTRO and was extremely pro- 
American in his views. CIENFUEGAS had been exposed to life in 
the United States by personal experience for some time. 

Similarly, it is speculated that "CHE" GUEVERA and 
RAUL CASTRO have been responsible for thecurren^reported 
imprisonment in solitary confinement of 

"CHE" and RAUL allegedly advised FIDEL CASTRO thatHH was 
deliberately exposing the CASTRO regime to public embarrassment 
by vir tue of his involvement with a woman in the United States.

"Prensa Latina” in Cuba. Part of the planned expansion of 
"Prensa Latina” hinged upon creating a favofhble clinate of 
opinion toward that paper among publishers of papers and 
magazines in the United States which have wide circulation 
among Negroes.

LUIS M^JPERDOMO furnished the 
on August 17, 19w:

He was born March 24, 1894, in Pinar del Rio where 
his father was serving as Warden in Charge of the Penitentiary. 
PERDOMO spent 27 years in the Cuban Foreign Service, and 
formerly served in West Palm Beach, Florid a, daere ABELARDO 
LEON BLANCO, present Consul General of the Cuban Consulate 
in Miami, was an assistant. Mr. PERDOMO stated he never got 
along with LEON BLANCO, not particularly due to any wide 
divergence of political ideals but because LEON BLANCO was 
a difficult individual to deal with. Mr. PERDOMO stated he 
had spent several years in the United States and last served 
in the Foreign Service at Galveston, Texas, before he was 
transferred to San Juan, Puerto Rico. He stated he did not 
know the identity of the person who was in charge of the San Juan 
Consulate and sent a message to the Consulate requesting the 
name of the officer in charge, and the telephone number at 
which that officer could be reached. He received a cable 
reply stating that if he would advise the 4&te and flight on 
which he would arrive he would be met at the airport. The 
cable was signed "the Cuban Consul." He stated this struck 
him as most unusual since he knew no more after the exchange 
of the communications than he did before he sent the letter. 


He was met at the air port approximately three wee ks 
ago upon arrival at San Juan by 

who apparently was in charge of the Consulate but whose exact 
duty or authority was, never known to him.

He was a very dark Puerto 
Rican, who took numerous pictures when PERDOMO arrived in 
Puerto Rico, and then stated he was leaving for Cuba with 
the photographs as he was from "Prensa Latina.'*

Mr. PERDOMO stated his recognition had not 
axxived from Washington and consequently, he could not 
obtain his household goods and effects without the payment 
of duties in Puerto Rico. He rented an apartment on one 
day and was told on the following day by the apartment house 
owner that he was very sorry but he would have to cancel 
the rental contract inasmuch as all other tenants in the 
building had stated if he rented the apartment to the Cuban 
Consul they would all move out. Mr. PERDOMO stated he was 
truly upset and heart broken at this turn of events inasmuch 
as he had never been unwelcome in any place he was ever 
assigned and concluded that if the Cuban revolutionary 
government was getting such a reputation as this in the 
United States and neighboring countries, he could no longer 
attend to his diplomatic duties, and he determined to resign 
immediately. 


He stated he has not been in Cuba in two and one-half 
years, but he believes the stand the United States is taking 
must undoubtedly be right and that the situation must be 
impossible in Cuba. He stated that he received bales of 
propaganda when he was Consul in Galveston, Texas; that he 
and his wife tore up all such propaganda and burned same. 

He stated there was not one piece of it distributed when he 
was Consul in Galveston. He stated he enjoyed very friendly

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relations there. There was practically no work for a 
Consul in Galveston inasmuch as there were only two or 
three Cuban citizens in the area. He stated he is 
entitled to retirement and has applied for same but has 
no hopes of receiving it under the CASTRO government. 

He stated he had no intelligence information 
of any value at all, has had no contact with Cuban 
intelligence agents, was not approached regarding the 
possibility of placing intelligence agents in the Cuban 
Consulate in Galveston, and did not know the names of any 
of those he met in Puerto Ri co other than the two named 
above. He did not know what their pattern of operation was 
in Puerto Rico but c oncluded a v ery brief time that he 
did not like the way talked, although he could 

remember no specific statementshe made. He simply gathered 
that she and her associates were anti-United States and had 
done nothing in Puerto Rico to further relations between the 
United States, the established government of Puerto Rico and 
the government of Cuba. He stated he expects to reside 
indefinitely in the United States and will in no way serve 
the present revolutionary government of Cuba.

POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CUBA 


A confidential source, Who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised September 1, 1960, that he 
was in Havana, Cuba, from August 23 to 26, 1960. The source 
said he went as a tourist and stayed in a Havana hotel. He 
speaks Spanish and conversed with people in the hotel, as well 
as in various shops and bars which he visited. Source said 
the general impression he gained was that the Cuban people are 
very unhappy and afraid. He said there are no jobs, food is 
expensive, and many items are scarce or totally unavailable. 
Examples : 


Razor blades 


Gasoline 


Cigarettes 


- He said no American blades are 
available. He bought some blades 
there without noting the place of 
manufacture, but they were of such 
poor quality that after using two 

of the blades from the pack of twenty, 
he gave away the remainder of the pack, 
as he was about to depart from Cuba. 

- The price is one or two cents higher 
pei' gallon than it was before inter- 
vention of U. S. oil companies. 

- U. S. cigarettes are hard to get and 
much in demand. Source had a pack of 
cigarettes of a well known American 
brand in his pocket and a casual 
acquaintance in a Havana bar offered 
him $1.20 for the pack. 


He said nobody dares to complain for fear of being 
called "counter-revolutionary" and sent to prison. Nobody 
trusts anyone else. He said he v/as told that even children 
have reported people for counter-z'evolutionary activities. 

He was also told that one could criticise the 26th of July 
movement and probably nothing would happen, but criticism 
of the Communist Party in Cuba would almost insure the 
critics going to jail.

He said the U. S. dollar is worth $2.40 to $2.50 
on the black market in Havana. However, the government is 
very strict on black marketing and is rumored to have 
Americans working for the police, who pose as tourists in 
order to catch anyone engaging in black market exchange of 
money. Those caught face a possible sentence of twenty years. 

Source reported in Havana it is said that the negro 
people are enjoying favors the like of which they nevei’ knew 
before; that for every bearded man in the Havana Hilton 
Hotel, there are now four negroes.

On September 6, I960, a confidential informant 
who is a former resident of Havana, Cuba, advised he 
recently received a letter from a close friend in Cuba, 
who presently holds a high position in the Cuban Army* 

This letter generally referred to the worsening of living 
conditions and government oppression in Cuba. It further 
noted that there are two forces struggling for ascendancy 
in Cuba at the present time, namely the Soviets and the 
Red Chinese. According to the letter received by the 
informant, persons in the government are of divided 
opinion as to which group can offer the most gain for 
Cuba, but the majority seems to feel that the Red Chinese 
are in a position to offer more aid to the Revolutionary 
Government than the Soviets. 

The informant said he had also recently received 
a letter from another close friend who is associated with 
the Revolutionary Government in Cuba and this friend too 
commented on the general worsening of conditions in Cuba. 
This friend said that Fidel Castro may have worked himself 
into such a position that at some time in the future he 
may be forced to attempt to take over the United States 
Naval Base at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. The informant was 
unaware as to whether this take over would be in the form 
of political or aggressive action.
